The first few days after the his- 
toric, tragic and shocking events of 
Sept. 1 1 were ones filled with rumor 
and the struggle to decide what to do 
in response. This was true at the 
college as throughout Tuscaloosa area 
and the nation. 

With a large Middle Eastern 
population at the University of Ala- 
bama (reportedly some 1,200 indi- 
viduals), rumors abounded that UA 
was suspending classes. This proved 
untrue. But what could and should the 
higher education element of Tusca- 
loosa do to pay tribute to the more 
than 6,000 fallen Americans in New 
York, Pennsylvania and Washington, 
D.C.I 

Finally the word came that Tus- 
caloosa was hosting two commemo- 
rative events on Friday, Sept. 14 — 
one at the Ferguson Center courtyard 

* 

at UA at 7 p.m. and the other at Snow 
Hinton Park at 7:30 p.m. 

Shelton decided to participate in 
both. 

Dean of Students Humphrey Lee 
was called on to reprsent the collge at 
the university event. Lee, suffereing 
the effects of a broken foot, hobbled 
dramatically to the podium and spoke 
of his pride at representing the college 
as an American of Asian descent. 



Playing off the American theme 
of E Pluribus Unum — out of many: 
one — Lee called on Americans of all 
races and creeds to unite in brother- 
hood against violence and

discrimination. 

Meanwhile, across town the 
Shelton Singers, under the direction 
ofGlindaBlacksheartook the stage, 
soothing the audience with rendetions 
of some of their favorite songs. 
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And What Do the Students Think? 

A few days after the attack. The 

Courier asked several students for details 

about how they think these events will 
affect their lives. Surprising or not, many 
students seem to feel that the attack will 
not have as long-lasting an effect on the 
nation's consciousness as older people 
have assumed. One of those is Shelton 
student John Alexander. 

Alexander wrote, 'The events that 
took place last Tuesday were astonishing 
and scary at the same time. Many people 
are predicting what will happen to the 
world because of the tragedies. I have 
never been too good at predicting the 
future or what will come from a certain 
event. However, I do not think that the 
World Trade Center collapse will affect 
our lives as much as many people belive it 
will." 

Alexander wrote how he believes it 

will play out: "Don't get me wrong. I 
believe it will beat the top of the news for 
a few months, but then it will die down and 
people will forget about it. The only thing 
that will keep this story going for an 
extremely long time would be war. War

Many Shelton students seem to have 
taken notice over the years the compla- 
cency over security that might have con- 
tributed to the devastation. Donny 
Wheeler wrote, "Five days ago I had a 
feeling invincibility about the American 
mainland. I honestly thought that noth- 
ing except a natural disaster could kill a 
lot of people and make big news. I think 
the majority of the country shared this 
view with me." 

Wheeler's feeling have changed. 
"Now the feeling is vulnerability. This 
feeling of vulnerability is enabling the 
government to set forth strict guidelines 
for airport security and forgetting in and 
out of the country." 

Where will it all lead, Wheeler 
wonders. "It will be interesting to watch 
and see how long public support will last 
for the president and the government. As 
long as they prevent anything else from 
happening, then they probably will get 
the support. The people want to feel 
secure again. If the president can restore 
this feeling, then he will have done an 
amazing job." 



Our Choices 

Holly Holman admits the attack has 
frightened her profoundly — and has af- 
fected her plans for the future. She wrote 
that the offer to have her fly to Chicago 
for the holidays has her feeling scared 
already; the idea of flying "sent chills 
down my spine. I was scared to death 
about a trip that is merely a suggestion 
right now. Obviously, this tragedy has 
affected ,e and probably will for a while." 

Holman also wonders about the ef- 
fect of this on others of her generation. 
"Lately, I've been seeing news stories 
about how the self-absorbed Generation 
X is being brought together by this. I 



resent the assumption about our being 
totally selfish, but I do hope that when 
people my age start their adult lives, a 
part of this will be with them and humble 
them."

It allowed them to experience the 
same effect they got from the movie 
theaters. The problem with Laserdisc 
was size. In a world where consumers 
want smaller objects, the record size 
movies never caught on. Also the prices 
did not either. 

When you go to the Fox 12 movie 
theater you watch the movie on a rect- 
angle screen. The TV you watch at your 
house is usually square. When you watch 
a movie at your home you lose the sides 
of the movie. With DVD, movies are 
shown in wide screen to give the con- 
sumer the director's original vision of the 
film. 

Once you choose to go with DVD 
you have to find out which one to buy. 
Therefore, since I've worked with elec- 
tronics over the past year I would like to 
help you decide on which DVD you would 
like to purchase. 

In a short time DVD players have 
become very affordable. They start as 
low as $99 and move up from there. 
There are advantages to price, but not 
everybody needs the most expensive 



player. The less expensive players are 
safe, but they lack features and some- 
times performance. I reviewed a few 
different players all ranging in price. 

The fust was the Apex AD 1500. It 
retails for $99. Overall performance on 
the Apex was decent. However, the main 
problem is with imperfect discs. When- 
ever a disc is dirty or scratched it freezes 
up and will not play. It also lacks Dolby 
Digital sound. This would allow the 
viewer to get the best possible sound 
from the movie. 

Another player is the Panasonic 
DVDRP56. The overall performance 
was good. It plays imperfect discs well. 

This player also has all the features you 
need for a complete home theater pack- 
age. Priced at $250 it is a great value. 

The best advice anyone can give 
you is to demo the product yourself. You
